In the course of processing your 29 March 2001 Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) request to the Department of the Army for records on Soviet Intelligence Services 
Personalities, the Army located CIA material and referred it to us on 8 November 2007 for 
review and direct response to you. 

We reviewed the material and determined that the enclosed documents can be 
released in their entirety. Additional material was determined to be currently and properly 
classified and must be withheld in its entirety on the basis of FOIA exemptions (b)(1) 
and/or (b)(3). An explanation of exemptions is enclosed. 

CIA Information and Privacy Coordinator Delores M. Nelson made this decision, 
which you may appeal to the Agency Release Panel, in my care, within 45 days from the 
date of this letter. Please include the basis of your appeal.

Explanation of Exemptions 



Freedom of Information Act : 

(b)(1) exempts from disclosure information currently and properly classified, pursuant to an 
Executive Order; 

(b)(2) exempts from disclosure information, which pertains solely to the internal personnel 
rules and practices of the Agency; 

(b)(3) exempts from disclosure information that another federal statute protects, provided that 
the other federal statute either requires that the matters be withheld, or establishes 
particular criteria for withholding or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld. 
The (b)(3) statutes upon which the CIA relies include, but are not limited to, the CIA Act 
of 1949; 

(b)(4) exempts from disclosure trade secrets and commercial or financial information that is 
obtained from a person and that is privileged or confidential; 

(b)(5) exempts from disclosure inter-and intra-agency memoranda or letters that would not be 
available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation with the agency; 

(b)(6) exempts from disclosure information from personnel and medical files and similar files 
the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of privacy; 

(b)(7) exempts from disclosure information compiled for law enforcement purposes to the 
extent that the production of the information (A) could reasonably be expected to 
interfere with enforcement proceedings; (B) would deprive a person of a right to a fair 
trial or an impartial adjudication; (C) could reasonably be expected to constitute an 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy; (D) could reasonably be expected to disclose 
the identity of a confidential source or, in the case of information compiled by a criminal 
law enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation or by an agency 
conducting a lawful national security intelligence investigation, information furnished by 
a confidential source; (E) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk 
circumvention of the law; or (F) could reasonably be expected to endanger any 
individual's life or physical safety; 

(b)(8) exempts from disclosure information contained in reports or related to examination, 
operating, or condition reports prepared by, or on behalf of, or for use of an agency 
responsible for regulating or supervising financial institutions; and 

(b)(9) exempts from disclosure geological and geophysical information and data, including 
maps, concerning wells.

A. Gen PITOVRANOV's Organisation 
1. Frontier passes 

On or about ll h 2dar 56 Lt Col KliOBOKO, announcing himself as from 
Gen TARASOV, spoke to Gen PITOVRANOV's Duty Officer (IX)). KHOBOKD 
stated that a complaint had been received from Lt Col SAFONOV, Comd, 
250 Mil Kdtra, FRANXFURT/Oder, that no specimens existed, at the control 
Point, of passes, permitting the bearer to cross the DDR frontiers, 
signed by Gen PITOVRANOV, Col GOLOVKOV or NIKIFOROV. Gen PITOVRANOV's 
deputy replied that bearers of such passes had been travelling on them 
for the past two years. 
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2. Lt Col KHOBOKO pointed nut that the PIliOTOTDT/Oder Oomdt was 
newly appointed and was tidying aaattera up; he was, furthermore, 
quite Justified in pointing out this emission. KHOBOKD therefore 
requested the deputy to transmit his message to Gen rTTOVRANOV 
together with the request that appropriate specimens be forr/arded.

Subordination and Duties 



The positions of Garrison (or Military) Commandant and Central 
Kojiraindatura Chief called for DIBROVA to supervise border control on the Ring- 
round-BEHLIN, liaison with the East Germans and Western representatives in 
BERLIN, and fulfillment of logistic requirements of other Soviet military 
elements in the city, lie was also aeked to meat visiting Soviet dignitaries. 



Prior to the down-grading of the GSFC Frontier Control Directorate to 
"a department in January 1956, DIBROVA often discussed border control operations 
and policy with the directorate Chief, Gen MALYI; thereafter DIBROVA's contacts 
with the Special Service Department, of tho GSfr'G Operations Directorate under 
the GSFG Chief of Staff (Col Gen A»P. TARASOV ), which supplanted the directorate, 
were loss numerous. Presumably mSlti too was under the GSFG Chief of Staff. 
DIBROVA was also often" in touch with Marshal A. A, GRBCHK O (CinC, GSFG) by means 
of a "V.Ch" telephone, i.o. ono regarded by the Soviets as a secure means of 
conmuni cation, and he has worked within tho framework of border control directives 
issued by the CinC. DJ&ROVA occasionally received directives from the GSFG •

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, DIBROVA was in daily contact with senior officers of the five independ- 

ent garrison battalions (referred to by the Soviets as "Ccxrnanoant 1 a Battalions' 1 ) 
under the Central Kormnn&atura and of battalion control points encircling the 
Western Sectors of BERLIN.* Matters ranging from the detention of Allied solaier3 
to border- crossing by dogs on a clandestine mission received his personal 
attention. A conversation on 15/17 Jan '56, which indicated the nature of his 
duties as well as certain personal characteristics, was one of several dealing 
with infringements of the Soviet Sector by Western troops.** DIBROVA reportedly 
io%ied Instructions for establishing Soviet Sector boundaries and setting 
up boundary stones in 1952, but the work was interrupted in 195k and still was 
unfinished in February 1956, When tho wife of Mao Gen F.E. Rgflfc British £300, 
BERLIN was scheduled to pass through a Ring-roimd-WSKlilK control point en route 
from MaHIENBOHN on 11 Apr 56, DIBROVA repeatedly urged the control point coranunder 
to salute, permit no hold-up in her passage, and to make the meeting "cultured."

Officers under DIBROVA nude representations to Allied authorities 
regarding East-West incidents in BERLIN; these incidents wore particularly 
numerous soon after the handover of some BERLIN Garrison funotiono to the East 
Germans (DIBROVA disapproving) following the signing of the USSR-GDR State 
Sovereignty Treaty in September 1955. During this period DIBROVA was beset with 
bordor control problems, for a final order delineating Soviet and East German 
responsibilities had -not been issued. But although he was consulted on border 
control policy matters and despite his "lobbying" with the Chief of Staff and 
other high-ranking GSPG officers, DIBROVA's recommendations, like those of 
Gen MALYI, were ignored in tho final directive signed by Marshal GRECKKO in 
early December 1955. In March 1956 again DIBROVA 1 & objections were over-ridden 
by GRECHKO, who this time deleted portions of a directive which would have 
required speoial documents for "our missions; ■ 

Logistic and administrative support was provided by DIBROVA for other 
GSTC components stationed in BEHLIN, including the 28th and 4-9 th Special Purpose 
Radio Regiments and at least three detachments, all subordinate to the GSFG 
Intelligence Directorate. Members of one detachment were known to have been on 
the ration strength of the Garrison; DIBROVA sometimes talked with the heads 
of the detachments; some telephonic communications with the two signals regiments 
were routed via the G;arrison battalion at TELTOT when the regiments were 
stationed at B3JRLIN/Stahnsdorf i and a proposal was made in August 1955 for 
DIBROVA to establish a reception center for voluntary defectors. m 



DIBROVA presumably was representing the Soviet Garrison when he met 
visiting Soviet officials in BERLIN. At the request of Marshal GRECHKO, 
DIBBOVA on 21+/25 Nov 55 was to meet an "important guest" and his wife, coming 
in the marshal's personal car from Hq, GSPG, to BERLIN for a tour of the city, 
apparently to be conducted by DIBROVA* **** When Army Gen A.S. ZHADQ V» Deputy 
CinC, Ground Forces, Ministry of Defense, and Col Gen ^T. KOROVMKOV. Chief

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early April 1956, they visited DIBEOVA. The Commandant "balked., however, at the 
suggestion that he moot four Ministry of Dofonae officials, among them one 
marshal, at SCHOENEFELD Airfield in BERLIN on 6 Oct 55; it wus'-not his 
responsibility, claimed DIHKOVA, unless Uarahal I.Kh. BACRAMYAN. Deputy Minister 
of Defense, was a member of the party* 

The zeal with which DIBROVA protected his authority from encroachment 
by others was shown not only by his reluctance to turn over certain border 
control duties to the East Germans. Thinking that Gen MALYI was interfering 
with the nomination of a replacement of an officer at a control point, DIBROVA 
on 13 Dec 55 exclaimed: "What business ia it of his? I have my men, and I 
know ray men. This is ray responsibility." During the course of a lengthy 
criticism of the G3PG Frontier Control Directorate on 30 Deo 55, DIBROVA 
asserted: "It is our business to know most about BERLIN." Told by a GSFG 
Barracks Service officer on 1/6 Apr 56 tliat a question had arisen about 
returning a swimming pool to the Germans, DIBROVA protested: "No* What 
are we to have — another boss in the compound! " After thrice saying "on no 
account," DIBROVA eventually agreed. 



Health 



Not feeling well, DIBROVA in November 1955 entered a GSFG hospital, 
ho was advised to tdce throe day's rest. Shortly thereafter he booked 
leave starting on 1 Jul 56. In late January and earljr February he was again 
on sick leave. DIBROVA said on 8/9 Mar 56 that he had been "chased into a 
hospital" for examination hut there had refused to tako an intravenous 
injection of "colouring matter." He showed annoyance with the hospital 
authorities for having released him without a proper diagnosis and especially 
for their having written in his book that he had refused the injection. 
Apparently indignant over their failure to make a firm diagnoses of what he • 
believed might be a floating kidney, DIBROVA called them "horse doctors" and 
said iie thought they might kill him. A full report on the natter, he added 
would go to the CinC, The seriousness of his illnesa, probably cancer of the 
stomach, did not become apparent until April 1956, and even then Gen 
V.Z. CHERTOV, Chief, GSFG Medical Directorate, seemed to withhold his diagnosis 
from DIBROVA.

In a long talk with CHERTOV on 13/12 April, DIBROVA showed signs - 
of nervousness over his illness. At the hospital in Bist Germany where the 
trouble had been diagnosed as a tumor "behind the peritoneum," it had been 
recommended that DIBROVA go to M0S0CW for further examination as "two heads 
are better than one." CHERTOV attempted to raise DlBROVA's spirits, saying 
that since the symptoms were of such long standing the operation could be 
nothing serious and that it was a 100-to-l chance of the operation not being 
successful — DIBROVA should not "let such an idea enter your head." DIBROVA 
agreed but added that at times the thought did enter his mind. With permission 
granted by tho CinC, DIBROVA left on 17/18 April for an unspecified "academy" in 
MOSCOW, Subsequently CHERTOV stated the trouble was the "sane as Aloksandr 
Pavlovioh's, i.o. Col Gen Aleksandr Pavlovich TARASOV, GSFG Chief of Staff, 
who underwent an operation for storm. ch cancer.

Marshal GRECHKO - CinC, GSFG. What transpired "between DIBRGVA and 
GRECHKO in their "V.Ch." telephone conversations and in their face-to-face 
race tings is not known, except t>»at twice DIBROVA 1 s recommendations on "border 
control matters were tumod down by GRECHKO in issuing directives. DIBROVA 
occasionally procured special items for the CinC; on one occasion, in October 
1955, he was called upon by one of Marshal GRECHKO' s aides to supply two brands 
of American cigarettes, admittedly not for sale on the "East German market, ' 
With the marshal's aides DIBROVA was. on friendly terms, although he was taken 
aback when one member of the CinC 3 staff confided that he would like a "plum" 
in the BERLIN Garrison rather than to remain with Marshal GRECHKO; the officer, 
who believed that he did not have an opportunity for promotion in his presont 
position, eventually was transferred to the KARLUARXSTADT area. Nina (or 
Yanina) Vladijniroyna DIBRO VA. wife of the commandant, was on exceptionally good 
terms with Mrs, Klavddya Vladimirovna GRECHKO . On 19 Apr % it was stated that 
Mrs, DIBROVA had carried out "the commission" , presumably the procurement of 
certain goods in BERLIN, on behalf of Mrs. GRECHKO. 

Gen MALYI - Chief, Frontier Control Directorate, GSFG. Their cordial 
professional association, which never extended to a personal friendship, wa3 
climaxed in January 1956 when MALYI left East Gormany upon Hie down-grading of 
his directorate to a department. The news of this reorganisation was given 
DIBROVA by MALYI on 10 Dec 55. DIBROVA Jokingly offered MALYI his job, but 
MALYI declined with the explanation that he did not have the suitable "exterior" 
which he obviously felt DIBROVA possessed.* In dealing with the British and 
Frenoh, explained MALYI, one did not want to "look up to them" — the job 
required "presence." -

DIBROVA [laughing]: "I see — a fool perhaps, but a tall one." 

MALYI: "You know yourself that it's the same in MOSCOW. A man 1 
may be an arch-genius but if he hasn't a suitable figure, 
he'll never be the commandant of MOSCOW." 

Congratulating Gen CHERTOV on his youthful appearance, DIBROVA once insisted that 
"looks are everything, they are the deciding factor," not age, but on another 
occasion DIBROVA maintained to the diminutive Gen MALYI that the "head is the 
most important, the deciding factor. " Despite their amicable relations, DIBROVA 
sharply criticized the Frontier Control Directorate on 20 Doc 55 for making 
several errors in a list of border control points, "not for the first time 
and not only on one occasion," according to the Garrison Commandant. He also 
attacked MALYI for taking a hand in the aosignment of an officer at one of the 
und-HEHLIN control points..

Except when \ 
provoked, DIBROVA was uncommonly good-natured with colleagues and subordinates, 
whom he addressed in such terms as "my very good friend.* 1 The Garrison 
Commandant was extremely kind and considerate with a major, temporarily serving 
as commander of a battalion, in answering questions on comparatively minor 
points in connection with the new duties*

Source has indicated 'that DIBROVA was cooperative, easily approached, 
educated, cultured, positive in manner, vigorous, quick to aot, and usually calm 
and has a good sense of humor. These traits made him liked by his associate 
and created a favorablo impression on source. 

Nevertheless, he was a severe disciplinarian and as harsh as any 
contemporary in dealing with shortcomings.. "There must be no appeasing," no 
"coddling of troops," DIBROVA once said. Unhappy when all of his female . 
interpreters were taken away, he described the remaining males as "bumpkins" 
on 15 Apr 56. Ho was quick to seize upon cases of indiscipline and mistakes 
of officers and other ranks, and when DIBROVA sentenced a soldier to 20 days 1 
imprisonment for incorrectly permitting a car to go through a control point, 
a subordinate officer remarked the sentence was "the minimum he gives," 
An impatient DIBROVA dressed down an officer for a slow and inaccurate report 
of a border incident on 22/23 l&_r 56; on 4 Apr 56 he spent much time trying to 
locate a soldier who had disappeared; he demanded on 6 Apr 56 a report on 
two drunken Boldicrs. As in the case of an officer who suggested an intricate 
system for sig n alling Kast German bordor guards, DIBROVA was abrupt with 
subordinates who made proposals ho

DIBROVA 1 s own attitude toward higher authority, was not necessarily 
consistent with his strict adherence to regulations and his attitude toward 
subordinates who disobeyed. Notified on 9 Mar 56 of a reduction in GSPG- 
working hours, DIBROVA was skeptical, re railing that a previous order which 
terminated the working day at 1800 hours had been short-lived; he added: 
"You people there [at Hq, GSFGj begin to respect lawn — for how long?"

He admitted to SHIKNOV: "I feel shy there bocauso I don't :jnow hin well 11 . 
SMIRHOV instructed him to return to OVCHINNIKCV 1 s office; the ensuing 
conversation botwoon CVCKII^lOCOV and StfEuNOV seeped to justify his foro- 
bodings, bringing forth insulting roparlcs such as "Ko [MIXnVIiEV ] is 
standing opposite ne and .... is fidgeting", and "fat, like MIKHALEV".

Ho was affectionate 
and kind as a husband and father, was evidently popular cm cm/5 his 
colleagues^ and appeared to have a reputation as a sympathetic and 
approachable chief. TSINEV never raised his voice, and he exhibited 
patience, aelf -control and an occasional sense of humour. 



9. TSINEV' s efficiency in the handling of KGB affairs is less 
easy to assess from source material; although his energy is not in 
doubt. That he could be strict when the occasion demanded and that 
ho made his presence felt throughout the directorate, as a man wishing 
personally to be kept informed, are implied by the frequency with which 
his name was mentioned by oubordinateo in connection with individual

If it is assumed that the efficiency of his unit 
reflected his own capabilities, then on at least one occasion he was 
awarded a considerable compliment by a military intelligence colonel 
who had recourse to EETCTCRANOV and hie organization for help with an 



10. Col M.G. BSLO V (Chief of an clement in BERLIN subordinate to 
the Intelligence Directorate, HQ, GSPG) approached the I<DB Residentura 
for help and co-operation with some agent activities on 17 Dec 55- 
This involved calling on the chiefs of five departments and finally 
discussing the matter with PITOVRANOV. The results, as described by 
HELOV to Col VI.I. SMIRK OV and Lt Col Yu.P. BUIKQVf both of the 
Operations Department, Intelligence Directorate, HQ, GSFG-) , were 
that PITOVRANOV had "stated his decisions swiftly* 1 and had said that 
he would "give the order immediately* " 




11. Later, in reply to SMIRNOV's query as to the success of 
operation, HELOV said that it had gone excellently - in fact, he had 
been told that it was "as quick as lightning 11 and nobody had noticed

12. A tribute to PITCVRANOV was paid by M.I, MARCHEN KO (Deputy 
Chief, Department 2, KOB Residantura element, SISGr'AR-SCHCENAU ) 
while discussing pressure of work with a friend: he said that things 
wore so hot it was "like sitting on a powder barrel," but it was very 
good working with PITOVRANOV aa n he is a fighter and stands up for 
his people." 

13. Source has provided seme indication of PITOVRANOV' o standing 
with senior officers outside the KGB. In brief talks with Maj Gen 
MALTC (Chief. Frontier Control Directorate, HQ, GSPC) and Maj Gen 
P.V. VASHUR A (Deputy Chief, Political Directorate, HQ, GSPG) it was 
Clear that they both treated him with every respect. PITOVRANOV in 
his turn spoke quietly and politely but' with noticeable firmness and 
authority. 

14. Maj Gen P. A.* DIM OVA (Ccmmandant . Soviet Garrison, BERLIN) 
was somerhat disdainful about PITOVRANOV 1 a plan for hunting wild 
boar at night with the use of beaters and infra-red telescopic 
sights. DIHROVA commented to Lt Gen A. Ya. KALTAGIN (GSFG liaison 
with DDR), that PITOVRANOV was a fool to. introduce a system which . 
reflected an bin hunting ability; he was also concerned over the 
danger of some of the local population getting killod in the process.

6. On 30 Sep 5VK0N0VALCV was asked by Col L.A. SKRCKK V. a Military Intelli- 
gence officer and/of the 3oviet Liaison Of f ice with Foreign Missions, whether 
ho ever came "to these districts" (i.e. POTSDAM). KONOVALOV replied that ho 
had been to KBOflPa, place twice and that was all, . The grounds for one of 
these visits was amplified by KONOVALOV during a conversation with TSDtBV on 

2 Aug 55. He said that he had just been to TSINEV«s plaoe in connection 
withLt Col D'YAILBV (fnu, pro>ably KGB, LEIPZIG) since Nikolai Ivanovioh 
(probably Col N^V^^>^rajLnate to KONOVALOV) was leaving early the 
next day. TS^Vr^Seo: that the order had already been given "there", but 
Nikolai Ivanovich should apply not to D'YATLEV, who was on leave, but to his 
deputy Capt I.M. POMIN (KGB, LEIPZIG), to whoa TSINEV had spoken.

7. On 12/13 Dec Vfan unidentified officer from KOIOVALOV's unit remarked 
to Col Y^.S*mN0V_of Intelligence Directorate, H3, GSPG, that KONOVALOV had 
gone on JDslsve i ' At least some of his leave was spent in the DDR, since, 
while still on leave, he telephone^ Maj Gen TSINEV on 31 December from BERLIN. 
There is evidence that at some previous date KONOVALOV had enjoyed the ameni- 
ties of the "Fabritsius" (Sanatorium or Hotel) at SOCHI: he agreed -with - 

Ma j Gen GiK^TSyfE^who had returned from a vacation there, that it was 
"a fine place". 

8 f KONOVALOV was one of the officers informed by the duty officer, Intelli^ 
genoe Directorate HQ, GSPG, that a party meeting convened by Marshal A. A. ^ 
GRBCHEO, C-in-C, GSFO had been postponed for two days to 12 Mar 56. The 
marshal was going to "give an account of his digressions," presumably of 
the 20th Party Congress. 



9. On 23 Nov 55 KONOVALOV said that he had received an invitation and 
intended to go to the Parly "aktiv" at "Comrade PUSHKOT b plaoe" (Soviet 
Embassy, BHBL1H).

10. KONOVALOV received invitations to both the 1955 reception in connection 
with the October Revolution, held at the Soviet Snbasay, and the reception 

on Red Army Day, 1956, organised by the Soviet garrison, BERLIN.

KONOVALOV Joined the Hod Army in November 1930. On 6 Nov 55 he gave 
a party in BERLIN to celebrate his 25 years 1 service, This event had evi- 
dently made little impact on Main Intelligence Directorate, MOSCOW, however, 
since it required the unsolicited efforts of Ma j Gen Jgjfc cmmA7fiV l chief of 
another military intelligence unit in BERLIN, to get KONOVALOV 1 o name sub-' *

12 # There was evidence that KONOVALOV had been an instructor at a school 
or establishment at one time. This was borne out by a comnaraation between 
KONDVALOV and Lt Col &K. GOKAGO . another military intelligence officer in 
the Soviet Liaison Office, POTSDAM, in which a former ins t motor-pupil 
relationship clearly emerged. This former role may have a bearing on 
K0N0VALOV 1 s interest in the well-being of Lt Gen M.A. K0Cm7TO y r Chief of tho 
Training Department, Main Intelligence Directorate, which 
during a discussion with MaJ Gen SHERSTNEV.

13# Education and Accent ; 

No information is available from source on KONOVALOV's educational 
background other than that he is a well educated man apparently belonging to 
tho better ahiss of Soviet Society. He speaks in a very polished manner, 
with a Great-Russian (MOSCOW) accent and never indulges in vulgarity or 
swearing. 



14. An assessment of KONOVALOV' s charaoter, based on source material,' 
establishes considerable independence and self -assurance in his nnke-up 
which is probably coupled with modesty where it concerns personal achievement* 
Thio latter characteristic was attributed to KONOVALOV on one occasion by 
Mao Gen CHEKMAZGV (See Para 11 ) who, when suggesting that a decoration might 
be awarded, to him, explained that KONOVALOV "feels shy about saying anything 
himself" ♦ Although this is only a single piece of rather tenuous evidence 
it ie perhaps supported by KONOVALOV' 3 consistency in the role of an attentive 
and good listener. That his politeness doe3 not descend to servility when 
conversing with his superiors, however, is clear from his discussions with 
Mo-D Gen A.B.CHBCHKNTSEV P Chief, Intelligence Directorate, HQ, GSFG, with, 
whom he spoke on equal terms, and Ma j Gen SHERSTNSV. 

15. KONOVALOV proved to be qu>ck and efficient in answering verbal questions 
put to him by Col yq . SMLRNQVk 3hief . Operations Department, Intelligence 
Directorate, H3, GSPG, with' whom he was in frequent contact. No material . 
is available from source, however, which permits an accurate assessment 

of his abilities ^in general.

1 6. Souruu mi to rial provides no information on KONOVALOV 1 o more intimate' 
friendships; those who do not appear as friends or contacts of a sort were 
with one exception, confined to his own service.

17. The exception concerns Maj Gen T8IMEV, Chief, KGB Third (I) Directorate, 
POTSDAM, who was. obviously a good friend and highly regarded by KONOVALOV. 
This can be concluded from the fact that on the eve of each of the three 
celebration days, October Revolution, New Year, and Red Army Day, KONOVALOV 
telephoned TSINEV and warm greetings were exchanged. In addition, TSINEV 
was invited to KONOVALOV 1 s party to celebrate his completion of 25 years' . 
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army service. TSINEV on hie part offered to raise a question (unidentified 
by source) in MOSCOW on behalf of KONOVALOV who had not had a reply from there. 
Although both used first names and patronymics only TSINEV used the familiar 
Btyle of speech. 

18. On 1 Apr 56 go. JUUSttttUL Chief, Cipher Department , Sixth Directorate, 
Main Intelligence Directorate, arrived from MOSCOW with a visiting commission. 
The next day he had a most friendly conversation with KONOVALOV in which he 
told him that the following sent their greetings and wished to be remembered 
to him: 

Lt Gen A. A. KONOVALOV , Chief, S*xth (Operation ) Directorate, 
Bngr Col MELKISHBV (f nu) , 

KQLOKOL'NIKOV (fnu - u/i), and - 
VDCVDf (fnu - u/i)* * 

VDOVIN had already been mentioned by KONOVALOV when speaking to ColVT 
^^NpV in October 1955. SMIBNOV, who was proceeding on leave, asTced 
whether he could take anything to MOSCCW. KONOViiLOV said he wanted to 
send the spectacles for Col Con M.V. SHALTN, Chief of the Main Intelligen 
Directorate, adding-' -you will be able to sec him there, or you can give 
them to VDOVIN". 

19. Mao Gon SHERSTNEV (See para }) was subjected- to somo good-natured 
chiding by KONOVALOV for failing to visit him during a trip to BERLIN, 
and their subsequent conversation on business matters was ' 
suggested a friendly service rolntibnohip.

e. Our letter of November 8, 2007, providing you with the requested records and informing 
you we were coordinating with other government agencies (our case #120F-06). 

Coordination has been completed and records have been returned to this office for our review 
and direct response to you. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
12958, as amended, and have determined the information in the records no longer warrants 
security classification protection and is partially releasable to you. The records are enclosed for 
your use. 



Since the release of the information would result in an unwarranted invasion of the privacy 
rights of the individuals concerned, this information is exempt from the public disclosure 
provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(6). 

The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This 
denial is made on behalf of Major General David B. Lacquement, the Commanding General, 
U.S. Army Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army 
intelligence investigative and security records under the FOIA.
